I present this 
matter to the. Representatives of the slave-holding 
States,, and I ask them if they will permit it? 

Mr. Grennell resumed. The gentleman is pre¬ 
senting a phase of this subject which he deems 
striking and repulsive; how much it will avail in 
the result is another question. I will consider his 
remarks in due time. 

I was about to, say, Sir; that the object of this 
petition was justifiable on the grounds of public 
inlcres.t, patriotism, and national policy. And I 
will assign reasons that seem to me lo establish the 
position. The Island of Hayti, or St. Domingo, 

as it was once called, is the seeornl in extent, 
wealth, importance, and value of commercial fa¬ 
cilities, in the West Indies. With a population 
of about a million, it has the advantages of a fer¬ 
tile soil, a face of country diversified with moun¬ 
tain, hill, valley, plain, and river, and it yields in 
abundance all the vegetable productions ever found 
in its latitude. The citizens of the United State! 
have trade with these islanders. It has ahvayi 
been regarded as a trade of some considerable im 
portance, carried on, as it has been, under great 
embarrassments, which I hope will no longer be 
suffered to exist, for.they are within our control. 

igard to our commerce with that country, I re¬ 
mark, our imports from Hayti amount annually to 
about $3,000,000. The exports from this 
try to that may be set down at $1,350,000. 
articles we import front thenee are almost entirely 
free'of duty; American exports in the ports of that 
Government are bnrthened with duties, in some , 
form or other. Such is a very brief and general 
view of our commence with that country. It is 
needless to speak of its commerce with other parts 
of the world; we eahnot examine the subject with¬ 
out pain and regret. This, Sir, is Hayti, the His¬ 
paniola of Christopher Columbus—a soil, the first 
discovered, first trod, first settled by Europeans in 
this hemisphere! Its history is most interesting, 
andlnstructive. I will not review it. We have 
now to do with its present characterand condition. 
I need not inform this House that the people of this 
island are a free, sovereign,and an independent peo¬ 
ple. Ilayti is a republic, the ■■ only independent 
Power in the Indian Archipelago —the only Re- 
.public off this continent. Its people are a civil¬ 
ized, instructed, find Christian community, having 
schools-and other free institutions—the Govern¬ 
ment and citizens holding large intercourse with 
other nations. I 

And yet, Mr. Speaker, this Government of ou: 
this American nation, the freest of ihe free, ha 
never acknowledged them as a nation, a. sovereign¬ 
ty, an independent Republic! Nay, we have 
proudly and sternly refused lo do this. One would 
suppose that the common sympathies of freemen 
might have drawn the two nationsrinto some pub¬ 
lic relationship. But, aside from this considera¬ 
tion which the memorialists suggest, we are cal.eu

of Hayti by the interests of the country—of 
People. I have said that onr. trade with Hayti 
-embarrassed; it is subjected to severe discriminat¬ 
ing duties. We are, probably, the least favored 
of any people in the ports of that Republic. 1 on- 
nnge duties and vexatious port charges discourage 
■and oppress our commerce there. I am assured j 
that, but for these impediments, the trade from this 
country to'that would be greatly extended. 

Sir,'the-cause, the acknowledged cause oi all 
these embarrassments to that trade is found m the 
fact that we, our government, refuse to recognise 
the government of Hayti. We stand aloof as i 
they were- a lawless tribe of savages; while all 
other powers have long since acknowledged them 
as an independent sovereignty, we refuse to recog¬ 
nise them. Others profit by their commerce at 
, ur expense. Denying them national existence 
and fellowship, for'such is the language of our 
deportment towards the Hayliens, we of course 
have no repffesetitati/e at the island of any grade; 
nor have'they a public officer accredited here. No 
commercial relations, therefore, exist between the 
two governments. 

It has been, said .that the claims of American 
tizens upon that government for spoliations or s 
ztires of property are great and of long standing; 
these never can be settled butr through the interpo¬ 
sition of this government. It is also true that re- 
dress-has been sought by the injured_ individuals. 
His this government ever interposed as in outer 
cases of the kind! But die present Haylien gov¬ 
ernment declines to examine the claims. Why 
not then acknowledge its sovereignty as a repub he 
by sending there some sort of officer under the 
commission of this government? We have no 
consul on the island. There is indeed a so-called 
.commercial, agent there, said tohavesomeauffio- 
rity from our government; and I shall be obliged 
to any gentleman who will inform me how he is 
commissioned and paid? Whether he ts provided 
with a salary in an appropriation bill, or paid out 
of some contingent fund of diplomatic mtei-

engaged m it still. These obstacles would be re- J 
moved and every possible facility given. Our do-' 
mestic cotton goods eohld then come into market, 
and we could undersell the shippers from Eng¬ 
land. Even in the Sale of East India goods we 
eotfltj at least emi)pete with them.” 

The agent further states that “the Haylien gov¬ 
ernment consider themselves so' much aggrieved 
by fife United States having no accredited agent 
here; that they wish for no communication with 
any agent uni ess 1 he bring-a letter from H'ashing- 
ith his commission.” Who does not feel 
respeotmul sympathy for an executive and govern¬ 
ment who show such self-respect? It is worthy 
of note that in onr trade with Hayti we employ 
our own vessels almost exclusively; perhaps not 
more than from four to six Haytian vessels enter 
our ports in a year. Besides, we may be allowed 
to carry there the produce of any foreign nation, 
and be admitted to an entry from any foreign port. 

It may surprise some gentlemen to be told that our 
trade with«Hayti is greater anil more valuable than 
our trade with all the British West India Islands. 
Such is the fact under all the disadvantages I haw 
mentioned. 

Have we not powerful motives, then, of interest, 
justice, and good policy, to open a national inter¬ 
course with this independent republic? 

The gentleman from Virginia (Mr. Wise) objects; 
he aims lo meet the proposition of the memorial¬ 
ists, and contests it on its merits. He does it 
boldly and manfully. He-first remarks that this, 
is a movement towardswholesale amalgamation- 
that it is part and parcel of the abolition scheme- 
social amalgamation. Sir, does not the gentlem; 

his imagination for this conception? Are either 
of the terms in the petition? I cannot discuss any 
question he may raise on tho amalgamation of 
which he speaks, and need only add, if there he 
a human being that contemplates or expects such 
results, I do not know him. As for abolition, in 
the absence of all language and evidence on this 
point, I will say and admit dial the petition looks 
to abolition of a certain character; that is to say, 
to.the abolition of national distinctions founded on 
color. Let any mat} of candor say what objection 
there can be to such abolition* Are not national 
distinctions arising from color disregarded by every 
nation on earth, unless our own be an exception? 

Look at tjie nations of the world with which we 
hold diplomatic and commercial relations, and 
judge what has Been the rule of this government 
in forming them. It has not had leierence to the 
strength of the power treated with, nor to the 
sure of civilization and general intelligence of their 
people. We have recently treated with Texas. 
A few years'ggo we made a treaty with the Lrapo-I 
ror of Morocco, arid with the Barbary Powers. 
Arid if I mistake not, iv® have treated with the 
ftidhtn of -5 L'.icrtt. and some other tribe o 
.other side of the globe—weak they may be, 
in some res ;eets, insignificant. Their hr

But the gentlaman says, open this intercourse, 
send a minister to Hayti, and they w. send one 
here, who will be a negro; and he would enjoy all 
the rights and privileges which are accorded to 
ministers of lighter complexions and more civ. .zed 
countries. This, the gentleman thinks, would be 
an awful spectacle to the American People. Vi as 
it necessary far him to pursue his speculations 
thus far?

than Boyer and his Administration? 

But, says the gentleman, it is a dangerous ex¬ 
periment; to have in juxtaposition to us a nation 
which has become free from slavery is dangerous, 
setting an example to the slaves of this coun¬ 
it seems to me that his apprehensions are 
unnecessary. His inferences, I think, are ex¬ 
tremely far drawn. Hayti will be no nigher for 
the recognition. How can the danger of insurrec- 
in the South be increased? No part of this 
country has afty thing to fear from any black in- 
•tionary movements of the people of Hayti, 
ot said that they will or can excite insut'rec- 
Their own revolution occurred near half a 
century ago. In the generosity of Ms nature, and 
the strength pf his courage, I ask him if he will 
not grant an act of amnesty to the inhabitants of St. 
Domingo for that insurrection, right or wrong— 
an insurrection which arose among the fathers of] 
that nation. It was a revolution, bloody indeed, 
bnt its results are glorious. Are we still to treat 
them as pirates? The gentleman says, if we have 
claims against that people, there is a way to assert 
our rights, and secure indemnity for our wrongs; 
and he would do it by war. There are two ways 
to accomplish this end: one bv treaty (I do not 
speak of ministers plenipotentiary or envoys ex¬ 
traordinary, but of some agent) between this coun¬ 
try and Hayti; the other course is, by war. And 
how? You will not send anyone there to say, 
“if you do not pay, we will have war;” because 
that would be to acknowledge their nationality. 
Well, then, there is no alternative but war at once. 

I hope our Government will not allow the claims 
of our citizens to go unredressed, especially when, 
it is recollected that the Cabinet here got into a 
towering passion with Mexico because that Gov¬ 
ernment did not instantly, on demand, settle the 
difficulties, between us and them, growing out 
such claims of our citizens as these. Our Gi 
eminent will, no doubt,- see that these claims 

Hayti are adjusted, but this is «np «>f the smallest 

matters to be considered. There are questions of 
national justice and national interest which rank 
far above minor considerations. Moreover, if 
is to be the means of redress, we had belter count 
the eost, arid calculate for all the results, 
it is true, find a war with Hayti another Florida 
| affair, arid no i inglorious. But would the 
ilized world look to us as regarding the common 
obligations of ‘mankind? Would it not be acting 
in scorn of the usages of nations? Mould it not 
be treating the people of linyti, as the gallant 
Commodore Downes treated the inhabitants of| 
Quatlah Battoo, like a lawless band or buccaneers 
and pirates? I do not desire to see this. There 
b n plain amt direct course for us to follow, and 
I by which, we can vindicate all the rights of our 
citizens. This course is demanded by every con¬ 
sideration of self-respect, national justice, and na¬ 
tional interest and honor,

Saltonstall said the last thing he had 
pecteil was to,be called upon to reply lo the hon¬ 
orable gentleman from South Carolina.

In that case, or if the petilion related ] 
to a matter manifestly not within the powers of 
the body to whom it is addressed, it might be re¬ 
jected. ' I do not, said Mr. S. insist that we are 
bound to receive and commit petitions on sub¬ 
jects clearly and unquestionably foraign to our ju¬ 
risdiction; but .nnder our free form of government, 
as it has always been understood anil practiced 
upon, the whole People have a right to make 
known their grievances to Congress. Individuals 
may petition for redress of grievances which they 
individually suffer, and the people may pray that 
body to pass such laws as they deem to be con¬ 
ducive to the common good. That is the ground 
I take. I believe that right is secured by the Con¬ 
stitution. Let me call the attention of the gentle¬ 
man to the first article of the amendments to the 
Constitution, and ask why the right was not more 
fully slated and explained, or couched in broader 
terms? It was, I apprehend, because the framers 
of that instrument were wise men. They look 
sorine things to be granted. They assumed, that 
certain great and fundamental principles were al¬ 
ready universally recognized among us; and if there 
was one such principle, it was this very right of 
petitioning our rulers. If there was one sacred 
ngiit, n w.ia. this. X, c t me remind the House, 
also, of the terras oT the Declaration of Independ¬ 
ence. in Houlng forth the grievances which had 
induced us to throw off our aitcgionoo t« Great 
Britain.,-the complaint was not that our petitions 
were not received, but that they had been answer¬ 
ed only by repeated injury. ]Mr. S. here read 
tbs first article of amendments to the Constitu¬ 
tion.] The history of this amendment is full of 
instruction on this subject. If we look al the de¬ 
bates in the Convention of Massachusetts on the 
adoption of the Federal Constitution, we shall find, 

I believe, that the very first objection to that in¬ 
strument was, that it contained no bill of rights; 
and we shall find among the answers to that ob¬ 
jection, that Massachusetts had her own bill of 
' jhts, and that there was no necessity for tlieii 
being set set forth in the United States Constitu¬ 
tion, because these great principles were nniver- 
ally admitted, and the Constitution was based 
ipon them. 

In the first amendments to the Constitution, to 
quiet the scruples of the timid, this right of peti- 
and other great fundamental common rights 

_.neorporated, which had previously existed in 

the Massachusetts and other State Constitutions. 
And I contend that this amendment leaves the 
right of petition as broad as the nation, or its grie¬ 
vances and wants, even the People’s imagination i 
>f their wants, and that it could be no broader than 
u i s here established. ‘No law must be made pre¬ 
venting them from assembling, or abridging their 
right peaceably lo assemble, and to petilion the 
Government for the redress of grievances.’ Can 
there be a greater security for the right of peti¬ 
tion ? It takes that right for granted. It assumes 
it tacitly, impliedly. Its terms are brief, but clear 
and comprehensive, as is every thing in this in¬ 
strument, which has excited and is exciting the 
wonder of the world. It admits that the People 
the right, and provides that Congress shall 


portant any question is, the more ready should 
be to meet and examine and discuss it. I cam 
doubt that ill this House of Representatives 
may, with perfect safety, meet any question 
and argue it fully, freely, temperately, and firmly; 
questions even of the most momentous impor¬ 
tance, or affecting the rights, the peace and pros¬ 
perity 'of the country. Such questions demand 
the most full and deliberate consideration. And 
here, though I am a new member of this House, 
let ihe beseech those gentlemen who so ofletl 
speak of the Sonthern portion of the Union ex¬

it holds opinions of its own, as much as the other 
secliofi does.

•phis was, in fact, the ground taken by the hon¬ 
orable gentleman from Virginia, in debate yester¬ 
day, (Mr. Wise.) He said Congress was not 
bound to receive petitions, unless the prayer of] 
the petilion was for a legitimate object and within 
their jurisdiction. Bnt when there is a difference 
of opinion as to thesubjeet of the petition, wheth¬ 
er it be within the constitutional powers of Con- 
ores?, then (said Mr. S.) the memorial should be 
referred to a committee, that the subject may be 
examined. The true meauing of a petilion is, 
that Congress will take file-subject into considera¬ 
tion—will examine it. Why then. I again ask, 
should not this petition be received ? The peti¬ 
tioners ask for an object strictly legal.

I am willing- tq trieet that question on its merits, and 
I trust the fime is not far distant.when this extreme 
sensitiveness on any question, because it is one 
of vital importance, shall be no longer a reason for 
not discussing that question,; we shall for that 
verv reason, meet it boldly and promptly : meet it 
like men, like true men, like citizens and fetlow- 
citizens, under one blessed, glor.it

which a’difference of opinion exists?' In the 
South all petitions which may relate to slavery in 
the remotest manner, are believed to have a direct 
bearing upon, or in the language of the gentleman 
from Virginia, to be ‘part and parcel of abolition,’ 
and to be aime'd at their peculiar institutions. Let 
me assure gentlemen that in the Northern section 
of the Union, no such thing is intended. Our 
people have no idea of interfering with th*de- 
mestic institutions of the South. Why then re¬ 
fuse to receive a memorial like this ? It must fie 
merely on a suspicion that it is in some way con¬ 
nected with what are called schemes of aboliiioffi 
and all the objections may be resolved into that. 

Mr. Wise here Ijgggcd leave to State a fuel to the 
gentleman from Massachusetts. It was a fact 
which appeared on the face of the memorial itself. 

It was a printed paper, like that presented by 
another member from Massachusetts, yesterday, 
(Mr. Reed) and that contained in the same paper, 
a prayer for abolition. Now, this memorial con¬ 
tained internal evidence of having been stmek 
the same types; it had the same typograph¬ 
ical errors : one of the letters was inverted in the 
same place in both. This showed that there had 
been united Society printing in this matter, and 
that ill direet connexion with abolition. Though 
had once been printed with 

abolition memorials. 

Saltoxstaf.i, said that might be so; he

As to the objections which had been 
urged agaihst a similar memorial, he was not un¬ 
willing to meet them ; but they had been answer¬ 
ed already by one of his colleagues, (Mr. Gren¬ 
nell.) The people of Hayti were e free, ^de¬ 
pendent, civilized; Christian community. They 
had not, as had been alleged, commenced their in- 
dependence,in blood. A decree of the French

was not till 1801 that the island was proclaimed, 
under Toussaint, a free, sovereign, independent 
Republic. The massacre was in 1791, Wheth¬ 
er the population were black or white, why should 
we inquire? Ilayti was an independent State, 
aud had been so for forty years. That Republic 
was a wery interesting spectacle. Under all cir¬ 
cumstances, they had made great advances,—■ 
Schools had been established ; a College founded; 
they had a Government of ljws* and the institu¬ 
tions of Christianity. They were endeavoring to 
improve themselves after the example of men of 
other color. As to any disgrace from a recog¬ 
nition of their independence, it was all imagi- 

The gentleman from Virginia had asked wheth¬ 
er Haylt.would not send here her ambassador?—■ 
and whether he must not be received ? Such an 
aireut might be sent, or might not. The Gover¬ 
nors of Hayti were discreet men. and might not 
think it best to send ap ambassador of their own 
color, in the present state of opinion. They 
nffiffit be satisfied with the appointment of consuls;

Silk Culture—No. 9.—Reeling Silk. 

Ye have now arrived at another branch of the 
i business, which more probably comes under 
head of manufacturing. 

Every farmer who engages in the silk culture, 
order to avail himself of an additional profit, 
>uld provide his family with a suitable reel; by 
use of which, after a little experience, he will 
enabled to offer his silk in market in n-form that 
11 greatly enhance its value, and much reduce 
i expense and trouble-of transportation. 

A number of individuals commenced the culture 
silk in this Slate several years since; there 
in being no, market near for cocoons, and for 
ml of proper reels, were under necessity of cut- 
g and carding and- manufacturing them into 
arse fabrics, which were worth but little corn- 
red with a regular reeled article. 

Reels can now be procured at Philadelphia, 
iltiraore and Cincinnati at a trifling cost, or they 
n be made by an ingenious farmer or caponier. 
Iiave lately constructed ope on a plan superior in I 
jveral respects to the common silk reels now in 
e, a description of which cannot Well be given, 
as to be generally understood, without a cut or 
' lg. It is light, simple in its construction,I 
provided with extra arms, so that when 
jed, they can easily be slipped from the shaft and 
aside for the silk to dry, and others put oil.| 
the reeling continued; one arm has a brass 
■rule and screw, by which it can be shortened, 
it me Silk more easily fpbanilcd. 

The material difference in the principle, be- 
3i) the silk reel and the common yarn reel, ' 
the former is futifishetl with or more eyes 

■through which the filaments pass; 


wind off in burrs. As fast as the silk is reeled off, 
the chrysalides should be taken out of the basin, 
otherwise they will obscure and thicken the water, 
and injure the color and lustre of the silk. 

When the water becomes drscolored it should 
always be changed. 

When the cocoons are first put into the water, 
if the silk comes off on bunches upon the brush 
it is a sign the water is too hot ; or if in reeling it 
runs off in burrs it is too hot; or when the ends 
cannot be e:uight,.or when caught do not run free¬ 
ly, the water is too cold. A pail of cold water 
shonld always be at hand, to he added to the ba¬ 
sin as occasion may require. Whets the cocoons 
give their thread? freely the reel may be turned 
with a quicker motion, for the quicker the motion 
the better the silk winds off 

The quality and quantity of silk depends muchl 
upon the art anil skilful management of the ree-l 
' r. All that is required to render one perfect in 
e art of reeling, is a little practice, accompanied 
the beginning with a d.-gvee of patience, and ilia 
exercise of judgment in keeping up the proper 
•temperature of 'the water, and the thread of
